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Police agree to pay 
out £13k to couple

MORE than £13,000 of tax¬ 
payers' money has been paid 
out by Bedfordshire Police 
following a three-year battle 
against a Caddington couple. 

In August 2010 Patrick and 
Christine Smith were arrested 
over allegations they had har¬ 
assed Central Bedfordshire 
councillor Richard Stay who 
was deputy leader at that 
time. 

The dispute was over emails 
Mr Smith admits he sent to 
Cllr Stay, of Central 
Bedfordshire Council, and 
also an allegedly threatening 
comment posted on Cllr Stay’s 
blog. 

It is alleged the comment 
made on Cllr Stay’s blog was 
traced back to the computer at 
the Smiths’ house. 

But Mr Smith vehemently 
denies he was responsible for 
the comments in anyway. 

After no charges were made 
the couple sued and have now 
won a total of £13,249 for 
assault, false imprisonment 
and trespass after the police 
force pulled out, admitting 
liability, of a hearing due to be 
held at Luton County Court 
last Monday. 

Speaking to Luton on 
Sunday, Mr Smith said: “My 
wife and I have gone to hell 


and back to prove our inno¬ 
cence. We never did anything 
wrong and it is a tragedy that 
our civil claim has taken 
almost three years to get to a 
conclusion. 

“Only when our solicitor sent 
us the sealed court order did 
we know that justice was 
finally done. 

“Bedfordshire Police’s 
admission of liability for 
assault, trespass and false 
imprisonment has at last vin¬ 
dicated us of any wrongdoing 
but there are still many ques¬ 
tions left unanswered.” 

A spokesman for 
Bedfordshire Police said: “The 
police received a complaint of 
a crime committed against 
Richard Stay and investigated 
it as we are obliged to do. 

“After that investigation no 
charges were laid. 

“The ensuing legal case has 
involved a number of aspects 
and has therefore involved 
lengthy negotiations on both 
sides. 

“Bedfordshire Police last 
week settled this dispute and 
entered into a consent order 
that was approved by the 
court, it was not a judgement 
against the police. 

“Three police officers 
involved did not fabricate 
statements and there was 
never any evidence of this 
whatsoever.” 



Concern over 
online pilot to 
register for 
tax reduction 

A NUMBER of residents 
say they have been left 
worried after receiving a 
letter which says they 
must register to receive 
the Single Persons Council 
Tax Discount online. 

The 2,000 letters were 
sent out by Luton Borough 
Council as part of a pilot 
scheme, but had no alter¬ 
native telephone number 
for residents to call. 

Jack Giles, 73, of Queens 
Close, Luton, said: “I was 
concerned when I read the 
letter as I have no access to 
a computer - and many 
others I’ve spoken to don’t 
either. 

“Without a number or 
means of contacting the 
council on the letter, many 
people, especially the 
elderly, are worried they 
will lose the discount.” 

A council spokesman 
said: “The letters were sent 
as part of a pilot project to 
test a new system where 
residents can confirm 
their single person dis¬ 
count online. 

“Customers will still, of 
course, be able to update 
their discount by phone. 
Following feedback from 
residents in the pilot, we 
realise we need to state 
this more clearly when it is 
rolled out further. 

“Any council correspond¬ 
ence with residents should 
include a phone number 
that people can call, how¬ 
ever, this was accidently 
omitted on this occasion 
and we would like to apol¬ 
ogise for any distress 
caused.”

Crooks shopped 
by This and That’ 
police store set 
up in High Town

A SECOND -HAND shop set up by police 
to catch criminals selling stolen goods 
has been hailed as ‘imaginative and 
highly successful’ by a judge. 

The shop, called ‘This and That’ in 
High Town, was manned by undercover 
officers ‘Joanne’ and ‘Lee’ who bought 
and sold second-hand items such as 
electrical goods, identity documents, 
bank cards and mobile phones on the 
premises, on the streets or at the cus¬ 
tomers’ homes. 

Prosecutor Daniel Siong told Luton 
Crown Court the Bedfordshire Police 
operation, code-named Operation 
Generous, ran between June 6, 2012 
and February 20 this year. 

Judge Stuart Bridge praised the under¬ 
cover operation. 

Seven people, who have or had drug 
problems, were in the dock on Thursday 
after being caught in the operation. 

Some had sold their own passports 
and bank cards and sometimes those of 
family members or friends to pay for

their fixes and to clear their debts to 
dealers. 

They were receiving about £150 for 
passports, £40 for driving licences and 
£20 or £15 for bank cards. 

The defendants, who pleaded guilty to 
charges of fraud and possessing identi¬ 
ty documents, were:

POLICE and Crime 
Commissioner Oily 
Martins has 
announced he will 
double the number of 
Special Constables 
currently on 
Bedfordshire’s books. 

He told a meeting of 
the Police and Crime 
Panel on Wednesday 
evening that he wants 
to see the number of 
Specials increased so 
that ultimately they 
could make up as 
much as a third of the 
force’s warranted offic¬ 
ers. 

He said: “We already 
have just under 200 
Specials who do a fan¬ 
tastic job. The work 
they do is vital in help¬ 
ing Bedfordshire 
Police continue achiev¬ 
ing reductions in crime 
and deliver a safer 
Bedfordshire.” 

Special Constables 
have the same powers 
as their colleagues - 
including the power of 
arrest - and have the 
same uniform. 

Commissioner 
Martins’ call to 
increase the Specials’ 
contingent is partly a 
response to the force’s 
funding challenge 
highlighted in last 
week’s report by HM 
Inspectorate of 
Constabulary. 

Mr Martins added: 
“Expanding our 
Special Constabulary 
is undeniably partly 
driven by the funding 
cuts we face. But I 
strongly believe these 
officers make a vital 
contribution to the 
efficiency of the force 
and help to build a 
strong link between 
the communities they 
live and work in and 
Bedfordshire Police.”

FOOD businesses in Sundon 
Park are being urged to take 
more ‘responsibility’ for the 
litter created by their pack¬ 
aging. 

Councillor Syd Knight, who 
represents the area, said he 
wants shop owners on the 
Sundon Park Parade to help 
keep the area tidy. 

He said he has been con¬ 
tacted by residents con¬ 
cerned with the amount of 
litter they have noticed in 
recent months. 

The area has 12 restaurants 
and takeaways situated on 
the parade. 

However, residents said 
most of the rubbish came 
from discarded takeaway 
bags. 

Cllr Knight said: “A few 
months ago I did ask the 
council officer responsible 
for environmental issues to

remind the traders in this 
area of their responsibility to 
make sure they are not hav¬ 
ing their customers littering 
the area. 

“I want them to be remind¬ 
ed of their responsibility. I 
know that it’s difficult to 
control people with litter but 
Greggs seem to have the big¬ 
ger problem in that area.” 

A local resident in the area, 
who wished to remain anon¬ 
ymous, said she had resorted 
to picking up the litter in a 
bid to keep the area tidy and 
had also noticed a large 
quantity of discarded Greggs 
bags. 

She said: “When people see 
me picking up the litter they 


always say that it’s terrible 
around here. 

“The council cleaners do 
come up here but it’s the 
firms that are not doing their 
share. 

“The local councillor spoke 
to them but I don’t see them 
doing anything about it.” 

A Greggs spokesman said: 
“Greggs is committed to 
supporting ways of reducing 
the unacceptable social 
problem of litter. 

“Moves by Greggs to help 
tackle litter in the vicinity of 
its shops include displaying 
anti-litter messages on win¬ 
dows and product packaging 
and the introduction of daily 
front of shop litter clearance 
policies.” 

A council spokesman said 
that it has written to all food 
companies ‘to remind them 
of their duty of care to keep 
their area clear of any litter 
generated from their busi-

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Readers criticise 
‘jump’ taunting

MEMBERS of the public who taunted a man 
threatening to jump from a multi-storey car 
park last week have come under fresh criti¬ 
cism. 

The man is believed to have jumped from 
the structure in Silver Street at about 7.45pm 
on July 19 and died from his injuries. 

On Wednesday, our sister paper, the Luton 
and Dunstable Express, reported that the 
Samaritans had described people who goad¬ 
ed the man as he sat on the car park ledge as 
‘doing more harm than good’. 

Comments further condemning the action 
came from our readers on social media net¬ 
works following the publication of the story. 

On Facebook Andrea Stobbart said ‘this is 
very sad and appalling how some ignorant 
people showed no empathy towards the man’, 
while Twitter@AmboOffice said ‘outrageous 
behaviour. No respect for this man and his 
family! ’ 

Councillor Yaqub Hanif, who worked at The 
Mall ten years ago as a security supervisor, 
said during his time there people had tried to 
jump from the car park. 

He also questioned why members of the 
public had been allowed to be close enough 


to shout at the man. 

He said: “In such situations the advice to 
staff is to get managers on site and then get 
the emergency services on site to deal with it. 

“But my questions is why were the public 
allowed to be anywhere near him and why 
was there nothing put on the floor for him to 
land on?” 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire Police 
said: “The investigation into the man’s death 
is now subject to HM Coroner and it’s not 
appropriate for us to comment at this time.” 

Mark Broadhead, general manager at The 
Mall, called the death a ‘tragic incident’ and 
said staff were trained in dealing with such 
situations. 

He said: “This was a tragic incident and we 
would like to extend our deepest sympathies 
to the family of the gentleman concerned. 

“The safety of the public is our first priority 
at all times and we have thorough procedures 
in place, which are regularly reviewed, to 
ensure we handle incidents swiftly and 
appropriately. The police and any other rele¬ 
vant emergency services are called immedi¬ 
ately and our fully trained team will support 
them the best they can. 

“Unfortunately, tragedies can occur and 
when this happens, we ensure our team is 
offered professional counselling and is fully 
supported by centre management.”

LIBERAL Democrat council¬ 
lors have hit out at Luton 
Borough Council's plans to 
close a number of libraries to 
cut costs. 

The council’s executive will 
make the final decision on 
library closures at its meeting 
on Monday with the closure 
of Wigmore and Sundon Park 
libraries, as well as the 
mobile library, the most like¬ 
ly outcome. 

However, the Lib Dems say 
the wrong libraries have been 
chosen to shut, as they are 
used by more people than 
those due to be saved. 

Liberal Democrat leader, 
councillor David Franks, 
said: “Most councils seem to 
be managing the spending 
reductions without closing 
libraries. But then most 
councils have not wasted 
nearly half a million pounds 
on running pop concerts.” 

“If they really must close 
libraries and want to mini¬ 
mise the number of people 
affected it must be more logi¬ 
cal to close the ones with the 
fewest users. 

“There’s no logic in closing 
Wigmore library, used by 


72,000 people, and keeping 
open Lewsey used by 32,000 
and Bury Park used by 
13,000.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The council has statutory 
responsibility for libraries 
and two options are being 
presented to the executive on 
Monday. 

“The preferred option was 
the result of a comprehensive 
town-wide research and con¬ 
sultation exercise. 

“Wigmore is less than two 


miles from Stopsley library, 
which will have its hours 
extended under this propos¬ 
al, and the consultation 
results also showed that a 
high proportion of users 
drive to this and other librar¬ 
ies across town, which was 
not the case in other areas. 

“Also, as Bury Park Library 
has low running costs, even if 
this was closed, the reduc¬ 
tion in budget would still 
mean that two other libraries 
would need to close.”

Democracy, the Prince 
and sham medicines 


T here is medicine and 
there is medicine. 

And there is 
democracy and there 
is improper lobbying. 

When the medicine is sham 
medicine and the lobbyist a 
Prince the problem rises 
from slightly worrying to 
alarming. 

It is alleged that Prince 
Charles has been urging the 
Secretary of State for Health, 
Jeremy Hunt, to make home¬ 
opathy an expanded service 
on offer in the NHS. 

Already it is on offer to a 
limited extent, which is itself 
a disgrace. 

Homeopathy involves 
treating patients with highly 
diluted substances that then 
supposedly trigger the body’s 
natural system of healing. 

Every scientific and 
medical study of this 
treatment has shown it to be 
completely useless. 

In the USA they have been 
tested to destruction and 
they have not found a single 


one that works. At all. It is a 
sham or ‘quack’ medicine. 

But nevertheless the heir 
to the throne is a big 
supporter. 

It could be argued that 
anything Prince Charles is in 
favour of should be treated 
with caution, but homeopa¬ 
thy can affect people’s lives 
and not for the better. 

What might be beneficial to 
a cash-strapped Secretary of 
State is that such an option 
could be cheap. 

That could be why it has 
not and is not being rejected 
out of hand. 

But it will not cure people 
and could result in more 
harm or even death if offered 
as an alternative to proper 
medical treatment. 

What is equally worrying is 
the interference, if true, of 
democratic government in 
this country by the monar¬ 
chy. 

Apart from this instance 
judges have ruled that the 
public has no right to know 


the contents of 27 letters 
Prince Charles had written to 
ministers over several years, 
in an attempt to influence 
policy decisions. 

Now, as a citizen of this 
country, Prince Charles 
should have as much right as 
anyone else to voice his 
opinions, in the same way as 
I occasionally do. 

But he should not have the 
right to exert a greater 
influence because of his rank 
and position, and nor be able 
to keep the details of that 
influence secret. 

That is the antipathy of 
democracy. 

And if he behaves in this 
manner as Prince, what can 
we expect should he become 
King? 

His actions explain per¬ 
fectly why a democracy and 
a monarchy cannot co-exist. 

And one reason why, as I 
have said before, in many 
respects we live, not in a 
mature democracy, but in 
Ruritania.

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College granted 
£9m for upgrade

CENTRAL Bedfordshire 
College is set to receive 
£9million in Government 
funding to help it modernise 
and update its facilities as 
part a £15.3million invest¬ 
ment programme. 

The college, which serves 
Dunstable and the surround¬ 
ing area, will be adding 
£6.3million to the pot as it 
seeks to upgrade many of its 
buildings, some of which 
date back to 1959. 


The funding follows a 
debate in Parliament at the 
end of last year which high¬ 
lighted the college’s need for 
capital funding. 

It will go towards its main 
campus at Kingsway, 
Dunstable, and there will be 
new areas created for a num¬ 
ber of subjects, including hair 
and beauty, catering, engi¬ 
neering, performing arts and 
digital media. 

The new buildings are 
expected to open in two years 
and the college said the cam¬ 
pus would become cheaper 


to heat and maintain. 

College principal Ali 
Hadawi said: “By awarding 
this grant, the Skills Funding 
Agency is expressing its con¬ 
fidence in the college. 

“We are absolutely delight¬ 
ed that after many years of 
hard work we will be able to 
transform the Dunstable 
Campus and welcome even 
more people from Luton and 
Dunstable, and the sur¬ 
rounding community, into 
our building, whether for a 
cup of coffee or a life-chang¬ 
ing qualification.”

FILM REVIEW 

PACIFIC RIM (12A) 

Directed by Guillermo Del Toro 

IT’S all about sequels in Hollywood 
these days so it’s hard for a new 
studio tent-pole movie to get the 
recognition it deserves. 

And that’s exactly what will be 
Pacific Rim’s long-term downfall - 
even though it at least tries to pro¬ 
vide something different for this 
summer’s blockbuster season. 

It may have Oscar-nominated 
director Guillermo Del Toro at the 
helm, the man behind 2006’s excep¬ 
tional Spanish-language film 
Pan’s Labyrinth and the two gener¬ 
ally critically-lauded Hellboy films, 
but he’s still not a big-enough name 
to the general movie-goer - and 
when your film hasn’t got a major 
A-list star, that makes it even hard¬ 
er. 

Its plot - however implausible - is 
at least a fresh take on the sci-fi 
theme, as giant monsters (known 
as Kaiju) rise from the oceans 
through an intergalactic vortex in 
the earth’s crust to consume the 
planet’s resources. 

In retaliation humanity build 
massive weapon-laden billion dol¬ 
lar robots, called Jaegers, to fight 
back against these hulking beasts 
- piloted by two people whose 
minds are interlocked by a neural 
bridge. 

But even though this machine’s 
defended the planet for a number of 
years, the Kaiju are starting to 
evolve by sending even bigger and 
stronger creatures - and they’re 
now winning the war with an apoc¬ 


alyptic event now looking ever 
more prevalent. 

Enter the stereotyped unlikely 
hero, washed-up former pilot 
Raleigh (Charlie Hunnam), who is 
thrown into one of the last working 
Jaegers with untested Japanese 
rookie Mako (Rinko Kikuchi) - 
recruited by Lt Commander Stacker 


(Brit star Idris Elba). 

The dialogue (surprisingly for Del 
Toro) can border a little on the 
generic side, along with the heroic 
storyline that has been played out 
in different formats before - but it 
does ultimately contain a lot of 
heart that adds an endearing qual¬ 
ity. 


And with the versatile Elba put¬ 
ting in another stand-out perfor¬ 
mance - coupled with some great 
battle scenes and special effects - 
this really deserves (despite its 
flaws) to be a monster hit.

“Afterwards, loads of people came up to me

The talent is definitely there though and Still 
has already said the real tactical work will start 
this week so I look for their final balls to improve 
before August 10. 

The second goal was a complete howler by the 
Villa defence but once Howells got in he had the 


calmness to just lift it past Guzan’s left shoul¬ 
der. 

While it was nowhere near the ‘full strength’ 
side advertised by Villa it was a decent run out 
for the Hatters and could have easily been three 
had Guzan not brought off a fantastic save from 
a Jon Shaw volley. 

The old saying goes “you can only beat what is 
put in front of you”, and although Villa had 
large chunks of possession Luton were comfort¬ 
able in the victory. Just remember, it’s still only 
pre-season.

LUTON Town new boy Anthony Charles 
believes the side are in the right frame of 
mind to finally end their five-year exile 
from the Football League and fulfil their 
potential this season. 

The 32-year-old defender became 
Town’s seventh signing of the summer 
last month after putting pen-to-paper on 
a one-year deal following his release from 
League Two side Plymouth Argyle.

“I wanted to sign for Luton for loads of 
reasons,” said Charles. “Firstly, I am 
impressed with what John has achieved 
at Dagenham and I think he has the blue¬ 
print to get us of out of this division. 

“I also know how good the crowd is here 
as well. The area loves its football and you 
know that from how many season tickets 
are sold every year.” 

The former Northampton Town man 
has even had time to pick up a classic 
John Still-ism often thrown out in his 
post-match surmises. 

“The important thing is to never get too 
high or too low,” said Charles. 

“I just think there’s a tremendous bunch 
of lads here that can achieve big things.” 

Charles has been absent from Town’s 
pre-season preparations since picking up 
a knock in their 1-0 reverse against 
Boreham Wood 15 days ago but is hoping 
to be involved in the final week of warm¬ 
ups before the big kick-off on August 10. 

“It has come around really quick so with 
only two weeks to go before Southport 
we’re getting there and we’ll all be ready 
come crunch time,” said Charles. 

“After this week’s games we will all be 
focussed on the job in hand and that is an 
opening day win up north. We really 
want to get off to a good start and build 
on it.”
